The firft Spolic Opiina were ob- 
tain'd bp Romulus himic'f, upon the Conquelt of 4 
cron ( King of thetwo Cities Cauina and dntemnc ) 
whom he had the fortune to flay ina Sing'e Com- 
bar. The fecond redounded to the Honor of Cor- 
nelius Coffus, inthe Year of the City 316, and a- 
bour 311 Years after the former. For Coffus (a 
Tribune or Colonel in the Army under Mamercu: 
fEmilius the Diétator ) bravely flew Tolumnius, King 
of the Veientes. There was {omewhat a Leis Inter- 
val between the Second and Third, which the Con- 
ful Claudius Marcellus (about the Year of the City 
530) gaind from Virdomarus, King of the Ge/Jae.e, 
a People of the Trans- Alpine Gaul.
